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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed 10/22/07, with respect to the rejection(s) of 
claim(s) s 1,3,5-15,18-27,29 and 31-37 under 102 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new 
ground(s) of rejection is made in view of USC 1 12, second paragraph. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1,3,5-15,18-27,29 and 31-37 recites the limitation "the electronic mail protocol" 
and "the electronic mail provider". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. See independent claim 1, lines 10 and 14, respectively. Seen dependent claim 15, line 13. 
See independent claim 27, line 7-8 and 11, respectively.
